Mr. Ligon enlist­ 
ed in the Mex ican war in 18 47, going 
from Kentucky in the month of May . 
I11 this war he serv ed fifteen months 
and was discharged in August, 18 48 .

o f the presidency . 
The chief difficu lty is o v er the sit 
o f the new capital. 
The repu blicans 
insist 011 either Nanking o r Wu chang , 
which is o ppo site Hanko w. 
It is u n­ 
dersto o d that Yu an Shi Kai fav o rs 
Tientsin as the capital. 
The Nanking natio nal assembly (re­ 
pu blican) 
will meet this afterno o n, 
when Yu an Shi Kai will be pro po sed as 
the president o f the repu blic. 
He will 
pro bably be elected, altho u g h there is 
so me o ppo sitio n to placing him in the 
ex ecu tiv e po sitio n. 


W. E. Morse, Sta te 
natural gas 
superv isor, in his annual report to 
Edward Barrett, Sta te geologist, re­ 
ports finding much wa ste of natural 
gas in the oil fields of the Sta te, due 
to lack of market for the ga s and to 
difficulty in handling it. 
In one in­ 
stance the waste was estimated to be 
$25 a day , due to unconfined gas. 
In 
another ca se the loss amounted to 
$8 55 a day . In all such insta nces Mr. 
Morse took steps to stop the waste. 
Tl*e inspector said the waste was 
pure loss. 
Oil wells that were pro­ 
ducing from fiv e to forty barrels of 
oil a day were found to be wasting 
from fiv e thousand to three million 
cubic feet of ga s a day , because the 
owners made not prov ision to 
sav e 
the gas. 
When such conditions were 
found the 
inspector had 
the wells 
closed. 
The waste thus found, it is pointed 
out, can best be realized when it is 
recalled that the consumption of gas 
in an av erage family runs from 2,000 
to 4.000 feet a month. 
The inspector said the law gov ern­ 
ing such wastes was 
defectiv e be­ 
en use it had no penalty . 
Through the 
efforts <>f the inspector farmers are 
using the gas where it was formerly 
wasted. 
One new well was found in 
Greene county wasting 
one million 
feet of gas. This lie plugged. 
The inspector found little dev elop­ 
ment in the oil fields, due. lie said, to 
the low price of crude oil 
and the 
great amount of ga s. for which there 
was no market. 
There has been con­ 
siderable testing of dee]» wells with 
some success. 
There has been a lot 
of new drilling in the oil fields that 
lias prov ed profitable. 
The number of producing oil and 
ga s wells was reported at 1.010. The 
av erage price of

A recent issue of the Daily Con­ 
sular and Trade Reports, containing 
information about 
moving 
picture 
shows from American consuls in Eu­ 
rope, Asia and the Pacific Islands, 
discloses the perhaps not generally 
known fact that this new amusement 
is now, all things considered, nearly 
or quite as popular abroad as in the 
United States. 
It appears also that 
American films are especially in de­ 
mand in many foreign parts. Though 
they are considered of poorer quality , 
they are liked for their 
scenes 
of 
western life, their intricate plots and 
the vividness and naturalness of the 
actors, the American heroine being 
especially popular. 
But the censorship of these shows 
is 
generally 
much 
more 
rigorous 
abroad than here, and when it is ap­ 
plied with greatest thoroughness, as 
in Germany . American 
film 
makers 
must bear the conditions in mind or 
their products will be unmarketable. 
In ITungarv recentlv. a film was re- 


jected because it showed a policeman 
overthrown by a crowd. 
The Ger­ 
man censors give especial attention 
to the elimination of all pictures d e­ 
picting scenes of disorder or acts of 
violence such as might invite to riot 
or accustom people to breaches of 
the peace. Pictures are rejected that 
indicate disrespect for authority or 
hold up to ¡ridicule or contumely offi­ 
cers of the law or other servants of 
the government. This excludes many 
American films, such as show the dis­ 
orders of frontier life and such as 
make a policeman or other person in 
authority the butt of a comedy skit. 
All pictures of pugilistic contests are 
barred ; 
objection is even made to 
pictures involving religion 
on 
the 
ground that they may incite sectar­ 
ian feeling. 
It is in Germany , too, tbat the edu­ 
cational use of the moving picture 
show seems to be the best apprecia­ 
ted. 
The historical, landscape, agri­ 
cultural, industrial and other educa­ 
tional scenes are explained either by 
a lecturer or by a written description. 
In this way the tone of the cinemata- 
graph theaters 
i< 
being 
elevated. 
Many school teachers encourage their 
pupils to attend, and people of refine­ 
ment patronize the better 
class 
of 
such theaters. 
In the United King­ 
dom popular favor is shown for the 
repu duction of historical events in 
which costumes are a 
conspicuous 
feature, and of scenes from popular 
authors, such as Dickens, and Scott. 
These, of course, rnu>t be kinema- 
color shows, which at least two or 
three colors.

COOKING 


Great System Perfected by M. 
Soyer, Famou s Lon don Ch ef. 


FOR VARIOUS M EATS. 


By Martha McCulloch Williams. 
Every manner of meat, even th© 
humblest, may be made tender and 
palatable by means of paper bag cook­ 
ing, if only the cook knows how and 
is willing to take the pains. Even the 
humble pig’s head and feet. 
An ex­ 
treme example, you say! 
Try 
—and. 
see if you incline to gainsay further. 
Scrape the outer skin very clean, cut 
off the ears and nose of the head, 
scalding both head and feet w ell and 
rem oving all rem ovable integum ent 
outside and in. 
The brains, of course, 
will have been removed. Break off any 
sharp projecting bones from either 
head or feet, blanch them by pouring 
boiling water upon them, taking oat 
and dropping in very cold water, then 
drain and season lightly w ith salt. Lay 
in a large well-greased paper hag with 
a stalk or two of celery if at hand and 
a single slice of onion. The pepper and 
herbs come in later. Add half a pint to 
a pint of cold water, according to the 
bulk of the meat, seal bag tight, lay 
on trivet, set in hot oven for five min­ 
utes, then reduce heat two-thirds and 
cook for five or six hours. 
Take up, 
empty into a bowl, and as soon as it 
can possibly be handled, pick up, re­ 
moving all bones. 
The gristle will 
have dissolved. 
Now add the season­ 
ing—pepper, powdered herbs, especial­ 
ly sage, a bare dash of tarragon vine­ 
gar, and a bare suspicion of garlic. 
If 
there is much liquid, add either sifted 
cornmeal 
or 
bread 
crumbs, 
both 
browned in the oven. 
Pack smooth in 
an earthen mould and let get cold. 
There will be headcheese worth eating. 
Nor is stuffed pork tenderloin, which 
is as full of relish as either goose or 
turkey, or even the lordly baron of 
roast beef to be disdained. 
Get large 
fat tenderloins, have them split, but 
the halves left together down the side, 
lay a good breadcrumb or mashed po­ 
tato stuffing, highly 
seasoned 
with 
butter or drippings, pepper, sage, and 
onion, in the split, skewer the edges 
together over the stuffing, and cook 
in a well greased bag with a very little 
water until well done. This is special­ 
ly economical, in that there is no bone 
to be thrown away. 
Either a fresh ham or shoulder, 
boned, stuffed and cooked in a paper 
bag, will furnish a mighty satisfying 
dinner meat. 
The oven ought to be 
very hot and stay so for seven to ten 
minutes, depending on the size of the 
meat. 
Then slack heat one-half and 
cook until thoroughly done. 
A square of rib-pork, the skin cut in 
checkers, well seasoned and baked in a 
paper bag with apples or sw eet po­ 
tatoes about it, will need no water, 
only a well greased bag. Spareribs can 
be paper bag baked if care is used in 
handling ihem to see that the rib-ends 
do not go through the paper. 
Loin- 
roast, cooked thus with either apples 
or potatoes, or white potatoes with a 
slice or two of onion, will make any 
hungry soul rejoice. 
Perfect capon is none so plenty in 
the markets, but if to be had is the 
best of all poultry. 
Get a big bird— 
eight to nine pounds. 
Stuff, but not 
too tight, putting a handful in the 
crop-space. 
Truss extra firmly, fas­ 
tening thin slices of bacon over the 
breast and thighs underneath the trus­ 
sing strings. 
Grease all the rest of 
the body liberally with soft butter, put 
a little butter under the bacon on the 
breast, then pop into a loose-fitting 
well greased paper bag, lay on a trivet, 


B el oh oroiier in not oven, let cook 
till bag corners turn very brown, then 
slack heat half, or even a little more 
if the heat is fierce, and cook for an 
hour and a half to an hour and three- 
quarters. 
Choose your goose young and fat, 
even though you know the paper bag 
will make a tough bird tender. Singe, 
wash and drain the same as capon, 
and hanging in a cold place a day and 
night improves it. 
For the stuffing 
boil mild onions very tender, slicing 
them and letting them lie in salt water 
half an hour before cooking. 
A 
medium goose will take two to six on­ 
ions, according to size, and two or 
four apples. 
Peel and slice them, cook 
soft with the onions, adding a very lit­ 
tle chopped celery. 
Mash all together, 
then add to mashed potato enough to 
fill the goose, but not too full. 
Season 
with salt and pepper, also 
a tabie- 
spoonful of powdered sage and a tiny 
pinch of mixed herbs. 
Add a large 
spoonful of lard or butter, stir it well 
through the hot mass, let it cool a bit, 
then stuff the goose, which has been 
seasoned inside and out, truss very 
firmly, rub over well with lard, butter 
or drippings, put into a thickly-greased 
bag of generous size, add 
a tablespoon 
ful of cold salt water, seal, and set In 
hot oven for ten minutes. 
Slack heat 
half and cook done, allowing twenty- 
two minutes to the pound. 
Serve with 
mashed turnips, baked squash, baked 
apples or apple sauce, hot corn bread 
and sw eet cider. 
’

Tomatoes, 
Milanaise.— Cut 
out freely the stem ends of six large 
tomatoes, scoop out the seed and part 
of the pulp, dust the insides well 
with pepper and salt and put a bit of

The premier, answering a question 
admitted that the relations between 
Germany and England have recently 
been clouded over by serious events 
but he stigmatized as pure inventioi 
the story that the British fleet last 
summer was ready to attack Germany 
This story was circulated during the 
crisis in the negotiations over Moroc 
co when war between Germany and 
France, England's ally, seemed likely 
The story gained wide circulation and 
Mr. Asquith's statement is practically 
the only official contradiction of it. 
Continuing, 
the 
premier 
declared 
that the anticipations in regard to the 
results of Lord Haldane’s visit to Ber 
lin and an improvement in the friendly 
relations between England and Gel 
many were completely realized. Lord 
Haldane, he said, freely and frankly 
conversed with a wide area of German 
officialdom and there was an un mis 
takable evidence of a sincere and reso 
lute desire on both sides for a better 
footing for their relations and at the 
same time without impairing the spe­ 
cial relationships which each bore to 
other powers.

Confirmation of Governor Sloan’s nom­ 
ination as judge will be fought by 
Democratic senators, it is said, on 
complaint of Arizona Democrats, who 
claim that the governor was not in 
sympathy with the Arizona constitu­ 
tion and especially opposed the recall 
of judges.

He had special re ­ 
ference to two paragraphs in the 
construction of the law as given out 
by Attorney General Honan and pub­ 
lished in the News Saturday.

paragraphs read as follow s: 
“M ay a 
candidate, 
his 
political 
agent or other representative employ 
men to 
solicit 
votes 
or distribute 
cards fo r such candidate in factories 
or other places and do such aet- to 
advance the interest of said candi­ 
d a te ? ” 


“I answer this question in the a f­ 
firmative with the qualification 
that 
nothing of value, cigars or anything 
else, can be distributed as an elec­ 
tioneering scheme.” 
This implies that a candida tv* may 
employ as 
many men 
to 
circulate 
cards or solicit votes 
as 
he 
may 
choose. 
That lie could hire even one 
hundred or 
two 
hundred 
men 
to 
work” for him and it would bn all 
right so long as these “ag en t-’* did 
not give voters anything of value.

this candidate 
and 
others to whose attention the m atter 
was called this gave a candidate so 
disposed a license to buy votes on 
the pretense of hiring men.

that Mr. Honan was either mistaken 
in the construction of tin* law or had 
been misquoted.
